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Police question civilian in 
shooting of Palestinian girl

"BAKA A-SHARKIYA - A 14 


year-old girl was killed in this West 
Bank village neas Tulkarm on Mon- 
day night, apparently by an Israeli 
civilian, during what residents de- 
scribed as ἃ rampage of shooting by 
Jewish settlers. 

Ina separate incideat, troops shot 
and killed a 14-year-old boy and 
wounded at least two persons in a 
fierce clash early yesterday with 
hundreds of villagers at Yamun, 
near Jenin. 

Police held an Israeli civilian for 
questioning in connection with the 
killing at Baka a-Sbarkiya but he 
was released on bail yesterday at the 
Netanya Magistrates’ Court. A po- 
lice spokesman refused to say 
whether the suspect was a resident 
of a neighbouring setflement. 

After the incident, troops were 


moved in to Baka a-Sharkiya, which 
is adjacent to the Israeli Arab town 
of Baka al-Gharbiya. 

Residents said the soldiers fired 
tear gas and shots in the air to dis- 
perse crowds who gathered prior to 
a mass funeral yesterday for the 
stain girl. Rawda Lutfi Najib. 

Some 3,000 mourners chanted 
slogans and raised a Palestinian flag 
during the procession, asccording to 


the villagers. The soldiers later, 


clashed with youths who hurled 
stones and built barricades of rocks 
and burning tyres. Troops blocked 
off the village for severa] hours. 
The villagers said four homes had 
been shot at by settlers, who they 
said arrived in four cars, accompa- 
nied by an army vehicle. Four bullet 
holes could be seen in a window of 
the house where the girl was shot, 
and two holes in windows of another 
home, Pock marks could also be 


seen On external and internal walls 
of the houses. A window in one 
home was broken, and residents 
said it had been smashed by soldiers 
who entered to get youths to clear 
roadblocks. 

Adnan Najib Hassan, an older 
brother of the slain girl. gave the 
following account of Monday night's 
events: 

“We were sitting at home at about 
7:30 when my sister saw two cars 
pull up in the driveway. She went 
down and opened the door to greet 


. them, thinking we had visitors. She 


was shot as she stood in the door- 


way. 

aT was upstairs, and when I 
looked out the window, they shot 
five or six bullets at me. My sister 
shouted, ‘I’ve been hit,” and J went 
down to get her. Two bullets had hit 
her — one in the chest, and the sec-

voted for him, two voted against, 18 
polled blank ballots and one ballot 
was declared invalid. One MK did 
not cast ἃ vote. ie 
Parliamentary observers note that 
the relatively low figure of 82 in 
favour of Herzog’s continuing in of- 
fice reflects the discontent both right 
and left opposition groups feel with 
his performance.

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Shultz set to meet — 
Hussein in Europe |

U.S. Secretary of State Shultz 
has set up a meeting in Europe 
with Jordan's King Hussein, in- 
formed sources in Jerusalem 
said last night. 

The sources said that the 
meeting is apparently set to take 
place in London following 
Shultz’s five-day Middle East 
tour which is slated to begin to- 
morrow evening. 

The sources added that Shultz is 
likely to undertake a second Middle 
East trip which will take place be- 
fore Prime Minister Shamir's 
energy trip to Washington in mid- 

larch. 


Shultz's special assistant, Charles 
Hill, was slated to arrive in Israel 
last night to report on Shultz's talks 
in Moscow. Initial reports reaching 
Jerusalem indicate that the Soviets 
bad given Shultz a “blinking yellow 
light” to continue his peace efforts. 
τ The Soviets had indicated that 
they object to certain points in the 
American plan — specifically interim 
solutions and the jack of a full- 
fledged international conference — 
but said they would not now act 
against it. δ 

The inner cabinet is to meet today 
to discuss Shultz's proposals, but all 
indications are that the meeting will 
not result in any consensus between 
the Likud and Labour, and some 
ministers expect a highly-charged 


and acrimonious debate.

Io a Likud ministers’ meeting 
marked by sharp personal attacks on 
Foreign Minister Peres, the Likud 
yesterday agreed to abide by the 
Camp David accords as the only av- 
enue to peace.

Two IDF soldiers 
die in Lebanon blast

ROSH HANIKRA’- Two IDF 
soldiers were killed and two others 
slightly wounded inside the security 


-zone in South Lebanon on Monday 


night when an explosive charge 
blasted their tank apart, the army 
spokesman reported, 


‘The names of the victims have . 


not yet been released. 

The explosion occurred while 
IDF infantry troops and the tank 
were on a routine patrol along the 
border of the zone near the village 
of Barashit. 

Two of the crewmen were killed 
instantly, and two others, who man- 
aged to escape, were slightly wound- 
ed and were immediately treated by 
the infantrymen at the scene. They 
were later transferred by helicopter 
to hospital. 

According to the spokesman, 
the soldiers extinguished the blaze. 

Weather conditions at the time 
were reported to be atrocious with 
rain and snow making the difficult 
terrain even more treacherous. 

The incident occurred about 
300 metres from an Irish UNIFIL 
position. Army sources said it was 
hard to believe that the UN troops 


had not noticed the terrorists plant- 
ing the large explosive device. 

UN sources maintained bowev- 
er that it would have been impossi- 
ble to have seen or heard anything 
from the outpost, especially during 
the bad weather. 

The sources noted the UNIFIL 
troops used the same road and it was 
in their interest as much as anybody 
else to ensure there were no mines 
or explosive charges in the area. 


They said that UNIFIL troops 
bad also been killed or wounded as a 
result of indiscriminate bombs or 
mines. The sources added that it was 
difficult to spot perpetrators who 
laid roadside bombs because the op- 
eration could be carried out by a 
single person very quickly, whereas 
mines had to be planted which re- 
quired digging and therefore took 
longer. 


OC Northem Command Aluf

spoke with the soldiers in the field. 
He later visited to the two wounded 
at hospital. 

The Barashit region bas been a 
hotspot of terrorist activity for some 
time and the village itself is known 
to house many extremist Shi'ites.

Her mother had left her in the 
playground, playing with her sister 


Daniella, while she went to fetch the 
car to take them home. - 

A police search was.immediately 
mounted, and reports came in that 
Sharona had been seen first at ἃ 
local pet shop with a youth, then 
playing on some swings, and later in 
a youth’s arms, heading out into 
open country. 

Police officers found her body af- 
ter 1 a.m. yesterday morning, in a 
field by a railway line. A post-mor- 


tem was being carried out yesterday 


afternoon. 

Rabbi Alan Plancey, the Bore- 
hamwood rabbi to whose communi- 
ty the family belong, spent most of 
yesterday at the family home, com- 
forting Sharona’s devastated 
parents. :

-No, ‘threat’ to holders of Canadian-Israeli citizenship -

Israelis of Canadian origin need 

not worry about “automatically” 
losing their Canadian citizenship. 

A suggested amendment to the 
Canadian Citizenship Act that 
would have deprived Canadian im- 
migrants in this country of their Ca- 
nadian citizenship is unlikely to be 
submitted to the parliament. ac- 
cording to the spokesman for Cana- 
dian Secretary of State David 
Crombie. 

Jean-Bernard Lafontaine. con- 
tacted in Ottawa earlier this month, 
said it was “unlikely that the plural 
citizenship provisions [of the act] 
will be changed dramatically.” But 
he did not rule out ‘some 
adjustments.”” 

Alan Rose, executive vice-presi- 
dent of the Canadian Jewish Con- 
gress, citing confidential informa- 
tion, also said passage of the 
amendment was “unlikely.” 


Rose said Canadian Jews and 
members of other ethnic communi- 
ties had voiced opposition to the 
amendment in representations to 
Crombie. 

Crombie is to make his recom- 
mendations on changes in the 1977 
Citizenship Act in the early spring. 

The proposal to revoke the citi- 
zenship of Canadians, whether πᾶ- 
tive-bom or naturalized, who volun- 
tarily acquire the citizenship of 
another country, was included in a 
government discussion paper enti- 
tled Proud to be a Canadian, issued 
last June. ‘‘The intent would be to 
enhance the perceived value of Ca- 
uadian citizenship,” the paper said. 

“Under the Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms, ali Canadian citizens 
have the right to vote in Canadian 
elections,” it added. “But, except 
for military personnel and some fed- 
eral employees, there is currently no 
mechanism to extend the franchise 
beyond Canada's borders. If such a 


mechanism is established, it may be 
vital to ensure that voting rights are 
not held by large numbers of ‘inter- 
national’ Canadian citizeas who 
have no stake in Canada.“ 
Abolishing plural citizenship 
would affect, among others, the esti- 
mated 7,000 Canadians living in Is- 
rael and deter aliya by Canadian 
Jews, who number some 330,000. 
Explaining the Canadian Jewish 
Congress's opposition to the pro- 
posed amendment, Rose said: “We 
think Canada should be confident 
enough to allow its citizens plural 
citizenship, just like Britain does.”

ONE NIGHT last week, on the de- 
serted stretch of road where British 
journalist John McCarthy was kid- 
napped 21 months ago, a Syrian sol- 
dier flagged down 2 young couple 
for a routine check. 

The soldier glanced inside their 
car, rejected the possibility of their 
being worthy of further attention 
and, in parting, presented each with 
a banana. 

A year ago, before the Syrian 
army entered West Beirut to end a 
week of homicidal inter-militia 
fighting, no one in his right mind 
would have been on that road at 
night. No foreigner with his wits 
about him would have been on it by 
day. In those bad old times, a signal 
to stop would have indicated one of 
two possibilities: armed robbery or 
abduction. 

The Syrian “occupation,” as it is 
dubbed in East Beirut, has given 
West Beirut a new lease of life at a 
time when many believed they were 
on the point of self-destructing. 
There is still little love lost for the 
Syrians, but there is a recognition 
that life without them would return 
to what it was before -- intolerable. 

“We were ruled by children,” said 
a young Lebanese Christian whose 
office was pulverized in the fighting 
that prompted the Syrians" interven- 
tion. “No one knew what faction 
they belonged to, what attitude to 
adopt, We felt we were in the hands 
of the devil.” 

An army of occupation? “I find 
that shocking. Before, it was an 
army of humiliation.” 

This attitude permeates the most 
unlikely segments of West Beirut 
society, despite the continuing 
memory of the excesses of the Syri- 
an army in its previous occupation in 
1976.

All roads lead to Riyadh

SAUDI ARABIA'S new modero 
highway system is on a collision 
course with the past. 

Drivers zooming down the κ- 
ing-new motorways constantly hit 
waridering _ camels. ‘almost. always 
causing death to the anima] and fre- 
quently death or injury to the occu- 
pants of the vehicle. 


For thousands of years the camel, 
the thirstless “ship of the desert,” 
was the main means of transport in 
this barren and all-but-roadiess land 
the size of Westen Europe. 

But now roads crisscross the king- 
dom and most of the camels have 
been replaced by cars and trucks, 
although some half-million remain 
in the countryside. 

Saudi motorists have to watch out 
for animals wandering onto the 
highways especially at night, be- 
cause domestic animals in the coun- 
try are rarely confined by fences. 

In a Jand where speed limits are 
tarely enforced, came! accidents are 
usually serious. When a speeding 
car slams into one of the heavy, tall 
animals, the beast usually crashes 
through the windscreen onto the 
driver and any front-seat passenger. 

The Saudis have tried to limit the 
danger by putting up anti-camel 
fences along danger zones on some 
highways; any anima! succeeding in

“If you 
wanted to travel from Riyadh to 
Jeddah, you would probably have 
used horses or donkeys, or some- 
times camels, although these were 
slow.” 


Row, three decades and billions 
of petrodollars later, the kingdom’s 
cities are connected by 33,000 km. 
of some of the finest paved highways 
in the world, in addition to 61,500 
km. of gravel roads. 


The road-builders faced immense 

engineering problems -- searing tem- 

tures, soft sand, shifting dunes, 
mudflats and jagged mountains. 


For remote villages in the moun- 
tains of the country’s southwest re- 
gion, roads sliced the travel time 
into towns from days to hours. One 
of these roads is the $100 million, 
63-km. Shaar descent which crosses 
32 bridges and passes through 11 
tunnels as it snakes down the cliff- 


With experience - and better 
roads — the Saudis are becoming bet- 
ter drivers. Twenty years ago the 
number of traffic fatalities each year 
was six in every 1,000 vehicles, ac- 
cording to the Ministry of Commu- 
nication. The number is now one 
per 1,000 vehicles. 

After building their road system, 
the Saudis are’ faced with maintain- 
ing it. A Greek company is now 
preparing a master maintenance 
plan. And last year the government 
began enforcing the 40-ton load lim- 
it with a series of weigh stations put 
up across the country. Before, 
trucks with 120-ton foads were not 
uncommon.

‘THE NERVOUS system is still able 
to process visual information faster 
than any existing computer. Howev- 
‘er, predicts Professor Joshua Zeevi, 
τοῦ the Technion’s Visual Research 
‘and Computer Vision Lab, “If we 
‘can program computers to recognize 
yandom visual information, we will 
‘be able to build machines that think 
faster than the human brain.” 

: The swiftness with which the 
‘brain processes visual information is 
due to the fact that “the brain works 
‘non-logically, utilizing an ‘attention 
mechanism’ that is able to recognize 
visual information quickly, whereas 
tour fastest computers work logically 
in an algorithmic (mathematical) se- 
quence. 

“Eye movements are a window on 
to the brain's mechanisms. By mea- 
suring the trajectory and angles of 
eye motion, we hope to determine 
the brain's image-processing mecha- 
nisms,” says Zeevi. 

Zeevi has been analysing sight 
since 1974. He uses a modified div- 
ing mask equipped with two infra- 
red sensors, which track the eye by 
shining on the border of the col- 
oured and the white area. 

Because the eye is controlled by 
the brain rather than by the spinal 
cord, paralysed patients may be able 
to “aim™ their eyes on a computer- 
ized target, activating switches to 
“talk” with the world. 

Decoding the brain's sight process 
may yield unexpected dividends. 
Zeevi believes it may be possible to 
help non-verbal quadriplegics com- 
municate by eye movements. —

to walk again using artificial medical 
intelligence. By decoding brain 
communication and playing back 
man-made messages to the muscles, 
they could be made to move again. 

Professor Gideon Inbar. dean of 
the faculty of electrical engineering 
explains: “The central nervous sys- 
tem controls muscle movements. 
but an accident or injury can sever 
nerves, Though the brain and the 
muscles are still working indepen- 
dently, what we are trying to do is 
restore communication between 
these two systems.” 

Over the past two years, Inbar. 
aided by students Michael Hatwell 
and Benno Oderkerk, has been 
working in the Technion's signal 
processing lab to decipher and re- 
create the brain's electrical Morse 
code, which triggers the leg muscles’ 
movements. 

“Our purpose is to help paralysis 
victims walk again by re-creating 
electrical: messages sent to crippled 
feg muscles, says Hatwell, strap- 
ping movement sensors on to the 
legs of a student volunteer, 

“By measuring and recording the 
angular changes of the leg segments 
and the pressure exerted while a 
healthy person is walking. we work 
backwards: fabricating nerve signals 
that can be ‘played back’ by com- 
puter, activating atrophied muscles 
and giving mobility to immobilized 
patients,” explains Inbar. one of a 
dozen researchers worldwide, ex- 
ploring the application of artificial 
intelligence in medicine.

A BIONIC arm with continuous 
motion and the ability to respond to 
the body’s nerve signals is also on 
the drawing boards. : 

For five years, Professor Yossi 
Mizrahi has been working on acti- 
vating and controlling artificial arms 
with computerized transducers - 
electrical devices that react to pres- 
sure and/or nerve stimulation. 

“Up to the present, the fingers 
and one arm joint could be moved 
by ἃ motor activated by either a 
nerve signal originating from ἃ pa- 
tient's stump or mechanically,”” €x- 
plains Mizrahi, a member of the 
Technion’s bio-medical faculty. _ 

“The drawback of existing artifi- 
cial arms is that they don’t permit 
smooth and continuous arm move- 
ment because there is no way to 
respond to the intensity of nerve 
signals at the stump.” he says. 

“Using nerve and motion sensors 
attached to the amputee’s stump, we 
hope to be able to control artificial 
arm movements.” says Mizrahi. 

“Qur arm model works with 
continuous feedback from the 
shoulder's nerve sensors and may be_ 
able to produce immediate response 
to a nerve's electrical communica- 
tion, in the same way the nervous 
system behaves," adds student Arik 
Degani. : 

For two years Degani-and Mizrahi 
have been experimenting with com- 
puterized transducers implanted in 
prosthetic arms and they are opti- 
mistic about constructing a comput- 
erized bionic arm. 

These new developments in artifi- 
cial intelligence may well provide 
answers to medical problems be- 
lieved insoluble till now.

Data makes the world go around 


THE WORLD becomes smaller as 
the number of data bases grows - 
making information on an endless 
Tange of subjects accessible at the 
touch of a few buttons. Thousands 
of Israelis are already “online” to 
the rest of the world, and about 700 
of them turned up at Information 
Week 88 at the Hilton Hotel in Tei 
Aviv last week, 

The event, organized jointly by 
Aurec Goldnet and Teldan, consist-

business, pharmaceuticals and kib- 
butzim. It was intended as much for 
the professional as for the end-user, 
said Teldan’s Matti Finkler.

THA, a drug that has been around 
for 45 years, is now being tested in 
Jerusalem, Los Angeles, Montreal 
and London for use in the treatment 
of patients with Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease. 

Jerusalem's Ezrat Nashim Mental 
Health Centre is the only local facili- 
ty to receive permission from the 
manufacturer to test THA. Its 
neuro-geriatric department has just 
started to give the drug, in oral 
form, to five Alzheimer's patients. 
Ezrat Nashim doctors hope to in- 
crease the test group to 15 and to 
report on results within six months. 

The drug will be administered ac- 
cording to the “double-blind” pro- 
cedure to half of the subjects, with 
neither doctors nor patients know- 
ing who is getting THA (the acro- 
nym for tetrahydroaminoacridine) 
and who js taking a harmless place- 
bo. Then the subjects will switch 
and take either the placebo or THA. 

‘The patients are ambulatory and 
return to the hospital for blood tests 
and other physical examinations 
each week. 

Alzheimer's can be definitely di- 
agnosed only by a pathological ex- 
amination of brain tissue, which is 
found to -be full of “knots" after 


1 death. A form of demeutia, the dis= ᾿ 


ease mostly affects elderly patients 
although a few rare victims have 
been strack by it in their 40s. Per- 
sonality changes, forgetfulness and 
the inability to recognize people are 
among the first behavioural symp- 
toms, but the disease also causes 
physical deterioration and ends with 
the victim dying in a completely 
helpless state. There is as yet no 
cure. Alzheimer's causes suffering 
not only to the patient himself but 
also to his family, which frequently 
doesn’t know how to cope with the 
condition. 

In some hospitals, there is ‘‘over- 


diagnosis” of Alzheimer's or of oth- . 


er dementias when the symptoms 
could be caused by a lack of Vitamin 
B-12, a thyroid disorder, or depres- 
sion over the loss of a loved one. 
Patience in talking to the elderly 
patient is vital in reaching a correct 
diagnosis. 

Treatment with THA can result in 
some side-effects, including liver 
damage, thus dosages must be care- 
fully controlled and patients must be 
closely monitored. Abroad, the de- 
gree of improvement in some Alz- 
heimer’s patients who received 
THA has been dramatic. One pa- 
tient was able to resume most of her 
homemaking tasks, another re- 
turned to work on a part-time basis, 
and one retiree was able to go back 
to playing golf daily. Io other cases, 
there were improvements in basic

LOCATED IN a modern facility in 
the capital's Givat Shaul quarter, 
Ezrat Nashim receives an average of 
eight new Alzheimer’s cases per 
month. Its division of psycho-geriat- 
rics has 27 beds and serves the Jong- 
term needs of elderly patients suf- 
fering from Alzheimer's and other 


forms of dementia. Its neuro-geriat- 
ric division has 23 beds and treats 
aged patients with Parkinson's and 
other neurological and cognitive dis- 
orders who require a short stay. It is 
reportedly the only unit in Israel 
that admits elderly patients afflicted 
with neurological problems for diag- 
nosis of dementia. 

Ezrat Nashim was established in 
the early 1890s as a one-room shel- 
ter in the Old City of Jerusalem by 
women who were distressed to see 
mentally ill persons wandering in 
the city streets. It later moved to a 
building opposite the current Cen- 
tral Bus Station in Romema, and

IT'S A SIGN of the times that a 
local company is importing a plastic 
material invented in Ireland that 
“greatly reduces” injury to passen- 
gers whose car windows have been 
hit by rocks or petrol bombs. 

Autocheck, the car-testing garage 
in Jerusalem's Talpiot industrial 
quarter, offers the plastic-coating 
treatment for NIS 240 to NIS 360 
per vehicle, depending on size. As 
the windshield and side windows 
have to be removed for the treat- 
ment, it takes a whole day. (Back 
windows are left untreated because 
statistics shows that they are rarely 
smashed.) 

The plastic material, manufac- 
tured by Dupont and known as 
BF100 abroad, is known here as ma- 
gen shimsha (“window protector).

AN ENZYME that can improve the 
quality of wines and natural juices 
has been di in Rehovot. 
Scientists at the Hebrew Universi- 
ty’s Agriculture Faculty have found 
that the enzyme particularly im- 
proves the taste of muscat wines, as 
well as non-muscat wines like Ries- 
ling and Semillon. The research was 
carried out as part of a research 
project by doctoral student Oded 
Shoseyov. 

Wines and tropical juices contain 
large quantities of bouquet-enhanc- 
ing substances known as monoter- 
penes, But many of these are bound 

-to sugar compounds, which prevent 
fleir release into the beverage. - 

The Hebrew University scientists 
managed to isolate an enzyme from 
the fungus Aspergillus niger, which 
can break this chemical bond and 
free the monoterpenes. The wines 
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thus treated were taste-tested by ex- 
perts from the Israel Wine Institute, 
who declared that their quality was 
“markedly im ES 

The university's Yissum Research 
and Development Company has 
patented the process in Israel and 
bopes to extend the patent to other 
countries as well. The research is 
being funded partly by the U.S.- 
Israel Bi-national Research aod De- 


velopment Fund, and will continue - 


for another two years so that scien- 
tists can try to develop methods for 
applying the research to commercial 
applications. : 

The enzyme can also hydrolyze 
bound cyanides from cassava roots. 
Cassava, or tapioca, is the staple 
food of many Third World coun- 
tries, and is known to have qualities 
that cause chronic cyanide poison- 
ing. The use of this enzyme for the 
detoxification of cassava products is 
thus also now being studied.

LETTING DOWN THE SIDE 


Every soccer fan in Israel, apart perhaps from a handfu} capable of 

grievance in his heart, which he hopes 
will be translated into the Belgian club Mechelen failing to win both 
the Belgian league and the European Cup Winners’ Cup. He also 
hopes that these defeats will be due to poor play by a certain 
Mechelen striker, one Eli Ohana. nas 

This wish is not actuated only by spite and malice, but by a belief in 
justice. It is ἃ shocking thought that Ohana and Mechelen may get 
away with a dishonest trick that offends not only principles of 
sportsmanship, but also of honourable conduct. 

That Ohana is so lacking in patriotism that be prefers to yield to the 
Ipre of lucre and popularity in Belgium to the honour of playing for 
his country is a private matter for his own conscience. : 

Tt is perhaps an indication of how values have declined in this 
country that a mao idolised by thousands of youngsters thinks nothing, 
of letting down the national side. 

Israel has produced great soccer players in the past: never before 
has one of them treated his country with such contempt. ᾽ 

But, if Ohana holds that representing Israel in the Olympic Games - 
is of no great value, that is his own business. His former admirers in 
Jerusalem and elsewhere must. as the politicians put it, draw the 
necessary conclusions. On the other hand, the scheme hatched up by 
Mechelen and Ohana to breach the sanctity of contract is a different 
matter: this is not a private affair. 

When Mechelen obtained the consent of the Israel Football Associ- 

- ation to the transfer of Ohana from Betar Jerusalem, the IFA 
stipulated that Ohana would be released to play in the national team 
in the pre-Olympics and the Olympics, and that he would be released 
to train with the team. Mechelen, albeit reluctantly, agreed. 

If Mechelen were now to repudiate that undertaking, they would 
get into serious trouble with FIFA, the controlling body of soccer. So 
the BeJgians and Ohana conspired to say that Mechelen was not 
refusing to let him go, that it was solely his own decision. True, they 
told him that they could not be expected to safeguard his position in 
their team if he went. Thus he is helping Mechelen to obviate action 
against them by FIFA for what is manifestly a breach of the spirit of 
their contract, if not the letter. 

If he does not have a Jast-minute change of heart, it is to be hoped 
that one of the consequences that he personally will suffer is that 
never again will he be allowed to wear the national colours. The IFA 
made such a decision about Shlomo Shirazi, and abided by it. 
Shirazi’s offences did-not relate directly to soccer - Ohana’s do. 

It is to be hoped that Ohana’s picture will come down from the 
walls of all the young Israelis who adored him, and looked up to him

Heavy fuel 
prices cut 
5-15 per cent 


Heavy fuel prices were cut last 
night, following an order signed yes- 
terday by Energy Minister Moshe 
Shahal and Finance Minister Moshe 
Nissim. 

Prices of residual fuel oil 4000. 
residual fue! oi! 1500 and asphalt 
were reduced 9 per cent, naphtha 
for the local market by 6 per cent, 
jet fuel by 5 per cent and light resid- 
ual fuel oil by 15 per cent. 

The reductions are intended to 
make Israel's prices competitive 
with average European fuel prices. 
They will also reduce production 
costs in industry and construction. 
By reducing fuel prices over the past 
several weeks and reducing indus- 
try's production costs, the govern- 
ment hopes to head off demands by 
manufacturers for a devaluation. 

Shahal said that with the planned 
implementation of his oil reform 
programme sometime next month, 
fuel prices in Israel would be fixed 
on a monthly basis on the basis of 
average European prices.

€ven mention the sweeping reform 
of direct taxation proposed by the 
Sheshinksi committee in its report 
issued only last week. This would 
Seem to indicate that the Treasury 
had no intention of taking up the 
panel's recommendations, at least at 
this time. 

Nissim declared his support for’ 


the planned extensicn of the capital 
market reform to iife insurance. 

_ The Treasury wants to stop issu- 
ing special long-term bonds offering 
5.2 per cent index-linked yield to 
cover life insurance savings. 


The general attitude on the 
of both the insurance agents dine 
companies was that the reforms 
were an inevitable, if uncomfort- 
able, termination of the protected 
State of the Israeli life insurance in- 
dustry. The incoming chairman of 
the Chamber of Insurance Agents, 
Avraham Reiff, almost welcomed 
the reforms in his opening address -- 
a far cry from the fierce opposition 
expressed by his predecessor, Har- 
old Statchen, at the same occasion 
last year. . 

Nissim, for his part, bluntly told 
the assembled agents that the capital 
market reform was vital for the fu- 
ture of the whole economy, and that 
if in the process some sectors, “for 
example life insurance,” suffer tem- 
porary damage in the transition, 
they must accept that for the sake of 
the wider, and general, good. 

“We must throw out doctrines 
and dogmas which brought about 
the economic crisis” from which we 
only recently began to emerge, Nis- 
sim said. “Everyone must get used

to changes,” he concluded, express- 
ing confidence that the insurance 
agents could and would rise to the 
challenge facing them.

Lahav's complaint was 
based on the fact that the Treasury 
intended at this stage only to change 
the terms of coverage for personal 
insurance policies, which are almost 
all bought by self-employed per- 
sons, while leaving untouched the 
terms for “‘manager's insurance pol- 
icies,” which are bought by higher- 
earning salaried officials. 

Lahav claimed that the changes 
would raise the cost of personal in- 
surance policies between 6 and 16 
per cent, which discriminated 
against the self-employed. 

The changes are due to take effect 
on March 1, but the insurance com- 
panies have not yet readied new pol- 
icies, based on profit distribution, 
for marketing.

Union: Nissim. must grant.

Trade union leaders reacted an- 
grily to Finance Minister Moshe Nis- 
sim's statement yesterday that he 
was not prepared to grant public 
sector salary increases in next year’s 
wage agreement, due to take force 
in April.

Reuven Ben-Ami bluntly pro-

Wages in the public sector have 
lost about 5.5 per cent of their value 
in real terms over the past three 
years, as even Treasury officials ad- 


mit." But the Treasury has so far 
maintained there can be no wage 
increases without dismissals. 

Ben-Ami's union, meanwhile, 
yesterday declared a labour dispute 
against the Civil Service Commis- 
sion and threatened a general strike 
in two weeks time if their demands 
were not met. The union claims that 
the commission has refused to begin 
negotiations over a national labour 
agreement, which covers salary 
grades and work conditions, but not 
salaries. 

Ben-Ami said that at present the 
government had no such agreement 
with its employees, “8 situation it 
prefers because it can issue unilater- 
al declarations concerning work 
conditions,” he charged.

Australia trade pact signed

Areas unrest leading 
to more bad cheques

TEL AVIV — Israeli banks have been 
processing about 40,000 bad che- 
ques a day, a sharp rise on the 25,000 
daily rate recorded in October and a 
clear sign that the turmoil in the 
territories is taking a toll on the 
economy. 

Those figures, disclosed at a 
phone-in programme Monday spon- 
sored by the Federation of Chambers 
of Commerce, shows that merchants 
on the West Bank and Gaza are not 
paying their debts, said Danny Gil- 
lerman, president of the federation. 
“The feeling is that the additional 
{oumber of bounced cheques] is a 
result of what's happening in the 
territories,"* he said. ‘‘A lot of Israeli 
companies are getting into liquidity 
problems as a result. A lot of mer- 
chants also have just not paid, so 
there’s no cheque to bounce. This is 
very serious.** 


More than 300 phone calls were 


, taken by a panel of 22 experts during

ALMOST from the moment Yitzhak Shamir took over as 
premier, a year and a half ago, it was clear that Israel's motto, 
as a state, would again be endless stalling on the most vital 
existential issues facing it. Suggestions that the Knesset elec- 
tions, due in November 1988, be advanced so as to allow the 
people to decide whether they preferred permanent occupa-

At the end of the day, of course, it 
will not be the legal interpretation of 
this or that formula that will deter- 
mine whether peace is achievable at 
this time but practical politics and 
the pragmatic approach of the par- 
ties directly involved, as well as the 
U.S. and probably the Soviet 
Union. (Egypt too has a role to 
play, but with regard to Judea and 
Samaria she is no longer the princi- 
pal player.) : 

It won’t be so much new ideas 
which will come up in a flash, but, as 
Mr. Shultz rightly put it: “Maybe we 
can take the ideas which have been 
lying around and worked on, and 
particularly some where at least 2 
little progress has been made, rear- 
range them and find ourselves a new 
blend of potential substance and po- 
tential procedure.” 

Whatever this “new blend” will 
be, in order to get anywhere it will 
have to take cognizance not only of 
the divergent tracks of Israel and 
Jordan (and, of course, the Palestin- 
ians) as to procedure, Israe} talking 
about “direct negotiations” (though 
not excluding the U.S. from playing 
acentral role therein) and the Arabs 
just as fiercely insisting on an inter- 
national conference. 

It will, even more importantly. 
have to take into account the funda- 
mental ingredients fo the problem 
itself. Foremost among these is that 
the issue is not just one of territory 
or even of security, but a matter of 
two national movements represent- 
ing two peoples, both laying claim to 
one land, both having legitimate 
rights and aspirations and neither 
prepared to abandon these in their 
entirety. 

This is the real substance of the 
problem — and any set of ideas ig- 
noring it must fail. It should be re- 
membered that the term “interim” 
means “coexistence” no less than 
“temporary.” In other words, when 
Mr. Shultz talks about “interim ar- 
rangements,” is isn’t only a matter 
of timetables with which he should 
be concerned, but mainly the ques- 
tion of how Israel, the Palestinians 
and Jordan will have to share pow- 
ers and responsibilities in these 


areas. 

Most Israelis, except perhaps for 
the “hunatic fringe” on the right and 
the left, are aware of the need to 
achieve some sort of compromise, 
and all Israeli heads of government, 
from Golda Meir to Yitzhak Sha- 
mir, have declared their willingness 
not ‘only for some form of compro- 
mise but also for peace-negotiations 
without preconditions. 

In this matter there exists a funda- 
mental asymmetry between the re- 
spective Israeli, and Arab position. 
While Israeli leaders have prepared 
various formulae of compromise — 
e.g., functional, territorial sharing 
of powers and responsibilities, au- 
tonomy, cantonization — even mod- 
erate Arabs, including recently King 
Hassein, have never renounced 
their ultimative demand for a com- 
plete Israeli withdrawal. (The PLO, 
of course, isn't satisfied even with 
that, denying Israel's right to exist.)

Israeli occupation, Shultz is trying to

They 
don't mind if such Palestinians are 
supporters of the PLO.

Instead of the 
problem being the search for a solu- 
tion to the civil rights of the one- 
third of the Palestinian people fiving 
in the West Bank and Gaza Strip -- 
as the Americans and Israelis see it— 
the problem would focus on the na- 
tional political rights of alt Palestin-

insist on PLO participation. It is a 
way of declaring that the problem 
taust be solved in all its aspects. 
Palestinians in the occupied territo- 
ries who are qualified to discuss the 
situation have decided against meet- 
ing Shultz, for they believe that he is 
concemed with finding a way to end 
the Palestinian uprising. 

Until a few months ago, the Rea- 
gan administration had placed the 
Palestinian problem in deep freeze 
pending the outcome of the Israeli 
and U.S. elections. But now that 
Palestinian demonstrations have 
been going on for 10 weeks, the - 
American government is interested 
in the “peace process.” Why? Is it a 
genuine interest in peace? Where 
was this genuine interest three 
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oo its own initiative, should now ty 
to come to grips with Mr. Shultz on 
substance as well as procedure. This 
being an election year, not all the 
statements uttered by Israeli politi- 
cians are wholly divorced from elec- 
toral considerations, and it is, of 
course, evident that substance as 
seen by the Likud is not necessarily 
the same as that which is considered 
substantial by the Labour Party. 

However, though Mr. Shultz, as 
he himself says, doesn’t claim to be 
an expert on Israeli politics, he un- 
derstands — what some Israeli politi- 
cians apparently do not: that only if 
one comes up with a common de- 
nominator based on the minimum as 
perceived by the Likud is there the 
slightest chance of getting the peace 
process off the ground. ἢ 

One could perhaps assume 
while that minimum would not nec- 
essarily require, for instance, impos- 
ing Israeli sovereignty over Judea 
and Samaria, it obviously rules out 
the possibility of exclusive and full 
Arab sovereignty over these areas. 

(I use the term “sovereignty” in 
its traditional and legal sense, not 
necessarily in its de facto 
ramifications.) 

The minimum would conceivably 
not require Israel to continue with 
all the civilian fanctions of its mili- 
tary government in the territories, 
but it must guarantee Israel the right 
τὸ deploy its security forces in areas 
which it deems vital for its survival. 

“Minimum” doesn’t mean that Is- 
rael has to exert itself in putting up 
civilian settlements in areas which 
are neither suitable for this purpose 
nor important from the security an- 
gle, but it definitely precludes Jews 
ever again being made aliens in any
